Government safety officials say that 
some deaths attributed to automatic garage 
doors closing on people could have been 
prevented If parents had stopped children 
from playing with automatic garage door 
openers. 

There have been at least nine deaths In 
the last 3 years. 

To prevent accidents, you should: 

• Move the wall-mounted switch up, 
out of your children's reach. 

• Keep the remote control mechanism 
locked up. 

• Stop your children from playing with 
the garage door. 

According to the U.S. Consumer Pro¬ 
duct Safety Commission (CPSC), children 
playing games with garage door openers 
have contributed to deaths and injuries. 
With the door In the raised position, young¬ 
sters activate the door by means of the wall- 
mounted switch or remote control switch, 
then race out of the garage to beat the door 
before It closes. 

Accidents have occurred when the 
descending door strikes the child, often 
pinning the victim to the ground. Even garage 
doors with an automatic reverse feature have 
been involved in deaths. 

Youngsters should be prohibited from 
playing in the garage unless there Is adult 
supervision at all times. In addition, the 
agency said the automatic reverse mechan¬ 
ism should be adjusted periodically for sen¬ 
sitivity, in accordance with the owner’s 
manual.

Fire hazards 





Los Angeles County Fire Chief Clyde A. 
Bragdon, Jr. has declared the hazardous foot¬ 
hills and mountain areas of Los Angeles 
county closed to smoking and fires. This 
closure began May 15, and will remain In 
effect throughout the summer and fall. 

Firefighters have posted these mountain 
areas with signs which read “Positively No 
Smoking and No Fires”! 

The late spring rains have brought a 
bumper crop of vegetation which is already 
drying and in some areas, burning, Los Angeles 
County Fire Chief Clyde A. Bragdon has 
warned. 

Proper maintenance of landscaping shrub¬ 
bery also is essential to minimize fire danger. 
Regularly watered and trimmed vegetation pro¬ 
duces less heat during a fire. Low profile 
vegetation such as ground cover and bedding 
plants adjacent to structures also WfH help 
avoid fire spread. Some species of plants, 
like pines, junipers and eucalyptus are suscep¬ 
tible to fire and produce a large quantity 
of heat. 

Chief Bragdon said this is an excellent 
time for residents to review their entire fire 
survival plan. 

• Manage the vegetation throughout the 

property. 

• Check all garden hoses, placing them 

conveniently on the property so all 
areas can be protected. 

• Provide covers for eave vents so they 

may be covered if a wildland fire 
occurs In the area. Small pieces of 
plywood can be cut to fit. This keeps 
embers out of the attic. 

• Leaves and debris should be removed 

from roofs and gutters. 

• Residents with swimming pools should 

investigate the purchasing of a por¬ 
table, gasoline powered pump and 
suitable fire hose.

starting July 27, 1984, one 
day prior to the beginning of 
the Olympics. The sites will 
be at the Los Angeles County 
Fairgrounds in Pomona east 
of Los Angeles, and the Orange 
County Fairgrounds in Costa 
Mesa south of the city. Both 
will offer 24-hour security, 
limited electrical hook-ups, 
water and dumping facilities. 

Optional bus transportation 
linking the sites to 15 Olympic 
sports venues plus opening 
and closing ceremonies will 
be available. The events are 
archery, baseball, basketball, 
boxing, cycling, equestrian, 


fencing, football/soccer, 
gymnastics, judo, swimming, 
tennis, track and field, volley¬ 
ball and weight lifting. Trans¬ 
portation cost will vary ac¬ 
cording to daily use. 

The standard nightly rate 
will be $30 per rig, with 
reservations for five or more 
consecutive nights dropping 
the fare to $27 a night. 

However, RVers can take 
advantage of hefty discounts 
by reserving sites prior to 
January 1, 1984. Early regis¬ 
tration fees will slash rates
